What's in a name (change) ?
You have to notify employees, 

u^tomers, shareholders, service
ntion dealers, Irpsors. lessees, 

 oyalty holders, vendors and sup- 
'iliern, transportation companies, 
utilities, and hundred of others.

In the past three months 22 
men at General Petroleum have 
been involved directly in co-or- 
dinnting name-change activities. 
They have been responsible for 
mailing more than 1,000,000 no­ 
tices of the company's intention 
!o change its name.

Economy consistent with good
business practice has resulted in
aving many forms with the

General Petroleum name on
them.

For example, almost 1,500,000 
form copies, with a value of 
more than $40,000, will be snved 
from obsolescence. This will be 
accomplished by the use of some 
3.000 rubber stamps on 17F» dif- 
(Vrent types of forms.

The handling and shuiping of 
the new forms and stationery 
will be A gigantic task. For in- 
.-Mance, it is estimated that more 
than 200 tons of paper will he 
involved in just one part of this 
operation.

Title and registration on air­ 
planes, floating equipment and 
barges, foghorns and firetrucks 
will be changed; f>0 company mi­ 
crowave and radio stations and 
SO mobile (not Mobil) radios 
will be relie.ensed; now identifi­ 
cation tags must be placed on 
more than 2,000 telegraph poles 
and 200 valve boxes.

Arrangements have to be made 
to change the listings in tele­ 
phone hooks ai'd directories in 
every city and town where Gen­ 
eral Petroleum does business in 
its own name; 200 bank accounts 
will be changed.

Other cbr.nges involve motor 
fuel pumps and marine import 
licenses and more than 350 busi­ 
ness licenses and building per­ 
mits.

And more than 2800 signs will 
be changed on oil wells.

The name on the company's 
main office in Los Angeles will 
he changed from General Petro­ 
leum Building to Mobil Building.
